Under  this  policy,  the  Secretaries  of  the  Military  Departments  or 
their  designees,  and  the  Directors  of  Defense  Agencies  may  approve  facilities  projects  up  to  $1,000,000;  the  Under  Secretary 
of  Defense  Research  and  Engineering  approves  projects  exceeding  $1,000,000.  The  Congress  is  notified  in  advance  of  starting 
any  project  involving  const  roc t i on ,  regardless  of  the  dollar  amount.  The  table  below  provides  a  summary  listing  of  all  such 
projects  accomplished  in  KY  1981  and  planned  in  KY  1982  and  KY  1981.
